These men are regular har- 
vesters, who begin with the curly Juno 
harvest in Oklahoma, working northward 
until the season closes in the Hud river 
country. 


Men of this class never pay railroad 


faro. 
Thousands of them—pr.rh.-.ps 15 


men for every 1,000 acres in wheat—ride 
into the bonanza district on the "blind 
biiRgngo" an passenger trains. \Vhon they 
hnvo leisure and a taste for scenery, they 
jolt, placidly across tho continent home- 
ward bound in what the lingo of the cult 
calls "side door sleepers."

workmen live in the larger towns in the 
middle west—in St. Louis, in Omaha, in 
St. Paul, in Chicago or in Milwaukee. 
And they bring homo probably Si,000,OHO 
in wages. 
They aro steady, industrious 


men with no bad habits and small ambi- 
tions. On the best f.irrus there is no drink- 
ing, and card playing is strictly prohibit- 
ed. The foremen say that cards keep men 
out of bed nt night, and they have not 
their best strength to work during the 
day. 
There ftvo no ainas-cmcnts on the 


farm, and at 0 o'clock the fatigue usually 
drives the men to bed.—William Alleu 
White in tfcri'oner's.

Journal. "Good ice cream cannot be 
made w i t bout a pood freezer—one work- 
ing easily v, ith a side crank and a double 
revolving dasher. Kcald half of the cream 
and dissolve in ii tho sugar. ThU will 
I»re\en1, the Cream from churniDft-1$>, but- 
ter. 
"\\hen raw cream is frozen, it liUb n 


Irotliy, snowy taste, the tastoof the flavor- 
ing is not prominent and it is neither 
smooth nor \ehciy in appearance.

into the freezing can, see that the latter is 
in good order. Adjust the dasher, fasten 
on the crank and give it a turn to see that 
all is right.

Washington, Dec. 13.-— Great Britain 


ami Gennauy have virtually reopened the 
whole question of the terms for China by 
raising new points, which will delay per- 
haps seriously a peaceful settlement of 
(be eastej'n troubles. 


Great Britain has taken exception to 


the declaration embodied in. the minis- 
ters' agreement that its acceptance by 
the imperial government is an •'indispen- 
sable condition."' of negotiation with the 
Chinese envoys, and Germany desires a 
more explicit understanding on the ques- 
tion of punishment. It is assumed as a 
toiiM ijueuee that both governments have 
v.-ithdiawn the instructions to the minis- 
rers tn Mgn the agreement. 


Touching the British objection, it is re- 


called tli:it the original agreement was 
drawn up a^ an ultimatum which the 
Chinese must accept or hostilities would 
be venewid. As a result of the efforts of 
Societaiy Hay, acting with foreign niin 
isteis of .Iripan. Kiis>Ma and France, the 
word "ultimatum" was eliminated and in- 
stead the declaration was incorporated in 
the amended agreement that the accept- 
ance of the demands should be an jndis- 
pcii«iib!e condition ol negotiation.

common idea of a hammer, no 


doubt," said a denier in tools, "would be 
:hat it was an implement made to pound 
with and having a head of iron or steel. 
The pounding part ol that would cer- 
tainly be all right, but not "all hammer 
[leads are made of metal. 
There are 


souie hammers, in fact, with the head 
made of rawhide. 


"Where the head would be on an ordi- 


nary hammer there is on the rawhide 
biammer, set at right angles across the 
end of the handle, a short section.of iron 
pipe. The lawhide that forms the ham- 
mer head is first cut into an oblong strip, 
which is then, beginning at one end, 
snugly rolled up. The roll thus formed is 
put through aii iron pipe, being made 
long enough so that it will project an 
inch or more at cither end. The ends of 
the solid rawhide are trimmed off flat 
and true, like the face of any hammer, 
making this a two faced hammer, 


'The rawhide hammer is used for va- 


rious purposes, largely in place of a mal- 
let—for instance, for pounding on punch- 
es and on chisel handles. It is used where 
pounding is to be done on polished metal 
surfaces; it serves the purpose without 
scratching the metal. Rawhide hammers 
are made in various sizes. 


"Then there is a rawhide implement 


that is called a mallet, in which the head 
is formed in the same manner as the raw- 
hide hammer head, but joined in the han- 
dle direct, witlfout being held there in a 
holder. The rawhide mallet is also made 
in various sizes. It is a smaller and 
lighter tool than the hammer. 


"Another rawhide pounding tool is the 


rav, hide maul, heavier than the hammer 
and made in various sizes. The head of 
the rawhide maul is made of disks of 
rawhide laid together in sufficient thick- 
ness and held together by iron caps top 
aad bottom, through which, as of course 
through the rawhide as well, the maul 
handle passes. 
The block of rawhide 


tbtis made is turned into the usual maul 
form. 
Built* up as it is of; compacted 


layers placed crosswise of the handle, the 
striking surface of the inaul, as is the 
case with the hammer and the mallet in 
the manner in which they are made, pre- 
sents the rawhide in a mass edgewise. 
Thu rawhide maul is used, for example, 
by artificial flower makers pounding all 
day long on dies and punches cutting out 
flowois and letnes. 


"These lawhide hammers and mallets 


aud mauls cost about three times as 
much as corresponding wooden malleta 
would cost. They Inst about ten times as 
long."—JKew York Sun.

J>or Fruit aiid Nnt». 


It is well known that several species ot 


the dog family in North America to some 
extent feed on fruit. The domestic dog 
is of course accustomed to a mixed diet, 
of which flesh constitutes only a small 
part. 
We have seen many dogs that 


would eat apples and others that would 
swallow down grapes as fast as they 
were offered to them. Domestic animals, 
however, have perverted tastes and offer 
no sure guide as to what wild animals 
will do. 
„ 


Oh the northwest coast we have seen 


the droppings of gray or timber wolf 
which were composed almost entirely of 
the seeds of the salmon berry, -while it is 
well known that the coyotes of the south- 
west feed to a very considerable extent 
on the fruit of the prickly pear. The 
foxes of Alaska aud tho northwest coast 
feed almost entirely on the wasli of the 
beach, which consists largely of lish nnd 
shellfish. Our own red fox in times of 
scarcity eats fish, crabs'; shell fish, eggs 
and even insects. The South American 
guara lives largely on fruit and roots, as 
docs also the so cnliod raccoon dog of 
Japan. The Afiiean fenuec, which is a 
fox. 
is fond of dates and is said to be 


able to climb the date palm in order to 
obtain the (?uit. There is a crab eating 
dog in South America, which may be as- 
sumed to take its name from the food it 
lives on. In general terms, it may be 
stated that the doglikc animals of south- 
ern countries appear more disposed to 
adopt a vegetable diet than those inhabit- 
ing the north. 


The food habits of the raccoons and of 


the bears are well understood to be om- 
nivorous, and beechnuts are said some- 
times to be eaten by the libber or black 
ejit (Mustela peunantii). 


The gray fox is more given to eating 


vegetable food than tho commoner red 
fox of the north, although fruit is some- 
times eaten by that species. It is said 
that occasionally the gray fox tears down 
the cornstalks and feeds on the corn in 
tho milk. That a knowledge of. the fruit 
eating habits of foxes is old is shown by 
this quotation, attributed to him whos<! 
name has become as a proverb for wis- 
dom: "Take us the foxes, the little foxes 
that spoil the vines; for our vinos have 
tender grapes."

"It's very curious how talk «bb§ »nl 


flows over the'wire," said a New Orliani 
telephone girl, "Low tid* 1> at 1:30 In 
the morning. Around about th'at time Mt- 
eral minutes will sometimes elapse -when, 
nobody in this whole big city is using the 
'phone. When you come to think about 
it, that is something very remarkable. 
Between 1 and 2 o'clock the calls will av- 
erage from 160 to 180, rarely more, but, 
for some reason I was never able to un- 
derstand, business always picks up be- 
tween 2 and 3—in fact, it nearly doubles. 
Then, {or equally mysterious reasons, 
there is another lull, and the hour be- 
tween. 3 and 4 in almost as Quiet as be- 
tween 1 aud 2. I have often, tried to fig- 
ure out some theory for those two curious 
fluctuations, but have never feven hit up- 
on one that was even plausible. 


"After 4 o'clock, however, there is a 


steady and continuous increase in the" 
stream of talk. We girls who have been 
ju the exchange a good while get to know 
exactly how the city wakes up. The mar- 
ket men head the procession, and then 
follow the different tradespeople and 
clerks and office employees, according tc 
the -necessities of the various callings. 
AH of them use the 'phone more or less, 
and it is very curious and interesting to 
watch the graduations by which the com- 
munity settles down to its day's work. 
By 91 o'clock,the rush of traffic haa be- 
come something tremendous, and it growl 
by leaps and bounds until it reaches a 
climax at 10. From 9 to 10 the calls will 
often exceed 4,000. Then there is & slight 
falling off, becoming more marked as the 
day advances, and between 4 and 5 nine- 
tenths of tbe business 'phones have sub- 
sided. But, oddly enough, the residence 
'phones at that juncture suddenly take 
up the tale, and their heaviest business 
is between 4 and 6. I suppose the busi- 
ness folks are through, then with. tb« 
main cares of the day and have a little 
leisure for long distance gossip. Through- 
out the early evening calls don't vary 
much one way or the other, and, with 9 
o'clock, they begin to dwindle steadily 
down to 1:80, which, as I said before, is 
extreme loiv water mark." 


"How many calls can a girl attend to In 


an hour? Well, I have made connections 
for 300 talks between 9 and 10, exclu- 
sive of the numbers I reported as busy."

Flight 
m his part would have been the crown- 
ing point in the piosecution's case and 
settle his dojm irretrievably.
